Buenos Aires, Feb 10.—Carlos 
Reutemanrr of Argentina, the win-

He accused French-based FISA 
of being responsible for the lorg- 
ran! conflict between FISA 
and Formula Oue Constructors 
Associadon (FOCA) over control 
of motor racing. 

Rcutemann said that new rules 
insisted oar by FISA were funda- 
mentally incoherent. They had 
banned the FOCA-produced acro- 
dynamic skirts to slow. down cars, 
in the interests of safety and three 
months Jater Renaulr without skirts 
had beaten the track record at 
Bucnos Aireg.

SOE in the ‘Balkans .

Worrall ر ا‎ 
Sir. Surely an official history of 
SOE (Special Qperations Executive) 
in the Balkans wou!d uncover much 
of interest which for one reason OF 
anuther now remiuins hidden. Those 
writing hooks privately these days 
seem to rely extensively tipon their 
fellow authors, which often means 
the sanıe old stories do the rounds. 
But I have never been questioned 
abeutr what, as a yoltng member of 
SOE, I-wus doing in the Pindus from 
September, 1943, until December, 
1944. 

Parachuied in as a sabotage 
officer the day after the Italian 
armistice, I found myself assigned 
by Colonel Woodhouse as liaison to 
an ltalian force of 7,000 who over- 
night had eluded the Germans, 
changed sides, and marched up into 
the mountains, claiming—and get* 
ting—co-belligerent status. “ They're 
all vours, Philip : rhere's no one 
else.” . 

Very soon IT became their only 
champion after the Greeks had dis- 
persed them. disarmed them, and 
robbed them of most of their 
clothes. We were chased by the Ger- 
mans: and imprisoned by ELAS. 
The hard winter of 1943-44 reduced
